Fig. 1 A, 2A and 3A of invention show active layer is uniform with 
respect to absorption of an eission wavelength throughout its length including at respective end portions. Actually, the fig. 1B, 2B and 3B 
are the figures for this invention. Fig. 1B, 2B,and 3B do not support that the active layers is uniform at respective end protions thereof. 
The active layer is end before the facet. Horie shows on fig. 24 and 25 embodiment that meet claim's limitation and also Horie discloses 
in column 6, line 62-68, column 12, line 9-15 that teaches active layer is the same material and uniform the same as the invention.
